In this field of agricultural effort a great deal of pioneering work has 
been done by the farm implement companies, individual farmers of an 
inventive turn of mind, and leaders of agricultural enginwring. 
remains for the average farmer to avail himself of the scientific work 
already done in this direction and apply and perhaps modify it to his own 
conditions and circuumstances. Many are already doing so to their profit. 

Then there is the problem of reducing the loss to profits through the 
prevalence of weeds which are annually taking a huge toll from farmers. 

Here, again, a good deal of research work has been carried on by experts 
in the employ of the Colleges of Agriculture, the Provincial Governments, 
and the Federal Department of Agriculture. It has been demonstrated 
beyond all doubt that methods can be adopted which will keep these pests j 
within control in some case, and in others that they can be entirely 
eradicated. 

As an illustration of what is being done, investigations conducted by the 
Saskatchewan Department of Agriculture last year, as to the possibilities 
of eradicating some of the most serious weeds by the use of chemicals might

Squadron Leader J. H. Tudhope, pot 
superintendent of airways, is now ex< 
in the west, studying the subject of ** 
the route of the proposed trans- 
Canada air mail service to tne coast jt 
from St. Lawrence ports. The air | 
port committee of the Edmonton ted 
Chamber of Commerce has given Lu 
considerable time and study to the — 
matter, and Ottawa is advised that 
this body is in favor of the Yellow- 
bead Pass^route, as the safest, most 
natural and entirely logical path¬ 
way for an air mail service. 

Among arguments advanced by 
Edmonton business men in favor 
of the roads are: 1, better altitudes 
as compared with other routes; the 
Crow’s Nest being4,459feet; Kick 
ing Horse Pass 5,339 feet, and 
Yellowhead 3,716 feet. 2, better 
Unding places for both land and 
sea planes, 3. better weather con¬ 
ditions and less fog and snow. 4, 
several optional routes available t( 
the coast, after passing the main 
summit of the Rockies. 5, equality 
in distance and volume of business 
in comparison with any other route. 

6, continuous through line of rail¬ 
way through the Yellowhead Pass 
to the coast. 

The Calgary-Vancouver airways, 
as proposed, is from Calgary via 
Crows Nest Pass to Fernie, to Kus 
kanook, to Nelson and Grand 
Forks, passing through Trail, 
Princeton, Hope and on to Van 
couver. The greater population 
served by this route appears to he 
in its favor, and, moreover, weath¬ 
er reports would he obtainable from 
thei government meteorological sla 
tions, which are not yet installed 
on the northern route. 

First Trans-Atlantic Flight 

The first Trans Atlantic flight 
1 was successfully accomplish! d by 
1 two British SViators, Captain John 
■ Alcock, DSC., pilot, and Lieul- 
: enant Arthur Whitten Brown, 
navigator, the machine used was a 
Vickers Vimy Rolls Royce twin 
engine. 

It was a marvellous flight and 
‘ greator glory attaches to it because 

* it was made under bad weather 
s conditions; indeed fog so obscured 
’ vision at times that the machine 
1 discovered to he flying upside down 
> and once only fifty feet from the 

* water. 

3 The project of the Atlantic flight 
was originated by the late Viscount 
Northcliffe in the London Daily 
Mail in April, 1913, and suspended 
luring the war. 

( Captain Alcock and Lieutenant 
Brown left St. John’s, Newfound- 
and at 5.13 p m , Saturday, June 
14th, 1919, and landed near Clif— 
ien, Galway, Ireland, at 9,40 the 
next morning—a flight of 1880 
^ miles, taking only fifteen hours 
I fifty seven minutes—a truly mar¬ 
vellous flight, which won for the 
victorB a prize of 10,COO pounds. 

’ Both Captain Alcock and Lieut¬ 
enant Brown were knighted by 
His Majesty the King in 1919. Sir 
’ lohn Alcock crashed during a flight 
about a year later and was killed.
